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Israelis and Syrians arrive in 
Geneva for signing today

Israeli and Syrian army officers 


will this morning sign in Geneva the 


agreement to disengage their two 
armies on the Golan Heights. The 
signing will take place at the Palais 
de Natious in a brief ceremony last- 
ing Jess than half an hour. 

Tomorrow morning the exchange 
of wounded prisoners of war will 
begin. While the exchange of PoWs 
continues through, the first part of 
next week, the Israel and Syrian 
military teams will negotiate the 
detailed timetable of the disengage- 
ment dtself. 

Both the signing tomorrow and the 
subsequent talks of the military mén 
will take place under the aegis of 
the Egyptian-Israel “military work- 
ing group of the Geneva Peace Con- 
ference,” the group which in January 
worked out the details of the Suez 
disengagement. The agreement spe- 
cifies that the signing will take 
place “after thet group has been

Syrians attack with 
heavy bombardment

The joy of soldiers serving on 
the Golan Heights over news of 
the accord with Damascus was 
quickly dampened yesterday when 
Syrian artillery opened up short- 
ly after 8.00 a.m, yesterday morn- 
ing. The exchange of fire car- 
Tied on until nightfall. The 
army spokesman reported that 
there were no Israel casualties, 
@espite the heavy and concentra- 
ted Syrian bombardment of Is- 
rael positions, particularly in the 
southern sector of the Bulge. 

A.Syrian military communique 
announced: “Our forces pounded 
enemy positions with artillery in 
four areas, and there were ar- 
tillery exchanges in some other 
parts of the front.” 

Throughout the day, Syrian 
guns pounded the Bulge taken 
during the October war, and 
now to be given back. The Her- 
mon range and Southern Golan 
were also shelled intermittently. 

The Syrians also fired nearly 
100 shells at the Ein Zivan area, 


on the Central Golan, but caused 
no damage. 

In the evening, the areas of 
Ramat Magshimim and Nov 
were attacked. Fire was returned. 

There was hardly a position 
in the south-eastern corner of the 
Balge which did not come under 
intense fire yesterday, but the 
northern sector, in the region of 
Mazrat Beit Jann, was quiet. 

Israel guns replied in force, 
hitting both Syrian artillery bat- 
teries and other military targets 
around the perimeter of the Bulge. 
Good hits were reported. 

Soldiers in the North on Wed- 
nesday received news of the pend- 
ing disengagement by firing 
thousands of rounds of ammuni- 
tion into the air, and breaking 
open bottles of champagne which 
had been specially brought for 
the occasion. Celebrations in the 
region yesterday, however, were 
muted, with the men being e¢s- 
pecially careful to remain unhurt 
in what will hopefully be the 
last day of nearly three months 
of daily fighting in the region. 


PoW exchange starting 


9 tomorrow morning 


(Reuter). — The Red 
Cross wil] start an exchange of 
wounded prisoners between Israel 
and Syria at nine o'clock local time 
tomorrow, a spokesman for the 
International Red Cross Committee 
said yesterday. 

Twenty-five wounded Syrians and 
one wounded Moroccan will be re- 
patriated from Jsrael and 15 
wounded Israelis from Syria. 


A Red Cross DC-6 was to leave 
Basle last night for the Middle East 
with a medica) team. Another air- 
craft, a Fokker, was already at 
Ben-Gurion Airport, he said. 

Later there will be an exchange 
of remaining prisoners, These are 
384 Arabs, mostly Syrians, held by 
the Israelis, and 53 Israelis in 
Syrian hands.

The U.S. would not consider 
Israel measures, taken in self-defence, “to pre- 
vent such actions by all available means... as 
violations of the cease-fire, and will support them 
politically.

Syria: Step to total pullback 


DAMASCUS. ~—- An extraordinary

agreement with Israel, Damascus

A statement issued by the con- 
gress and broadcast by the radio 
hailed the accord as an important 
step towards the “liberation of ail 
occupied Arab lands” and the “re- 
storation of the Palestinians’ rights.” 

The radio said President Assad, 
who is also the Ba'ath's Secretary- 
General, won approval from the 
congress for the agreement at a 
10-hour Marathon session. 

The statement issued by the con- 
gress said: “The draft disengage- 
ment agreement represents an im- 
portant step towards the realiza- 
tion of the tactical objectives of 
Arab struggle, which are complete 
withdrawal from occupied Arab 
lends and safeguarding the rights 
of the Palestinians.” 

“This important step was the 
result of the sacrifices of our 
people, the heroism of our army 
and the blood of our martyrs. 

“This important step constitutes 
a firm foundation from which we 


this delicate question, which had threatened to 
foil the disengagement talks at their last hurdle. 
Mr. Kissinger refused this, but eventually acceded 
to Mrs, Meir's request that she be empowered to 
state the American position in her formal pre- 
sentation of the accord to the Knesset. 


The reference to “political support” is taken 
to imply the promise of an American veto should 
Israel actions against terrorist violations of the 
accord come up ‘before the Security Council and 
Israe] face censure over them. 


The Prime Minister broadly hinted at the 
existence of parallel “understandings” on the ter- 
rorism question between the U.S. and Syria. "Ἴ 
assume," she said, “the U.S. would not have 
made such a declaration had it not had a solid 
foundation for doing so.”

Demonstrators at Knesset: 
‘Disengagement is a lie’

As the Government was busy try- 
ing to convince the Knesset the dis- 
engagement pact was a substantial 
accomplishment, ἃ throng of some 
2,000 people rallied across the 
street from the House in a last- 
ditch appeal for rejection of the 
agreement. 

The demonstrators were mostly 
pioneering settlers from the Etzion 
Bloc, the Golan Heights and other 
areas across the “green” line. They 
held aloft signs which read “Golda, 
Don’t Help Arafat," “Why Did you 
Concede the Syrian Jewish Com- 
munity?" and “Golda Gives Away 
Kuneitra and Rabin Will Give Away 
Jerusalem.” 

BHighty-three-year-ohd Rabbi Zvi 
Yehuda Kook, son of Israel’s first 
Chief Rabbi, told the crowd that 
“the di ent agreement is 
‘one big Hie, ἃ perversion of ‘the 
facts aimed at concealing the truth 
from the people. All the statements 
now being made by members of 
our so-called Government are mean- 
ingless..."’ 

The rabbi, who rarely leaves his 
ome in Jerusalem, was greeted 
with singing and applause as he 
made his way up slowly to the sun- 
swept hillock overlooking the Knes- 
set. 

“Withdrawal from the Golan is a 
national catastrophe,” Khamel Nas- 
ser e-Din warned. Mr, e-Din, a Druse 


from Dalat al-Carmel who lost a 
son in the war, came to the de- 
monstration at the head of a group 
of 40 young Druse. He said, “They 
(the Government) take Assad’s 
word at face value as if he were 
Moses giving the Law from Mount 
Sinai, Well, I tell you Assad is a 
sly fox who speaks sweetly but 
waits for the chance to attack.” 

Mr, e-Din asserted that a national 
unity government was needed more 
than ever right now, “because the 
Arab states certainly have no res- 
pect for a government held together 
by 61 members of Knesset.” 


Writer Eliezer Livne, of the Land 
of Israel Movement, described Is- 
rael's Government as “a group of 
little men who are not only incap- 
able of leading the nation but ac- 
tually get in the way of decent 
citizens. Our negotiators talk of pro- 
gress towards peace when Assad 
and Sadat openly back Jibril, Ha- 
bash, Hawatma and other murder- 
ers.”

It was dedicated yester- 
day — with flags flying, verbal 
pomp and lively music — in the 
presence of the Mayor, city coun- 
cillors, Transport Ministry officials, 
police officers and executives of

The 
whole complex, which will cost 
about I£48m, ‘when finished, has 


Miffalel Tahanot (jointly owned by 
Egged and individual drivers), and 
by the Amot Investment Company 
and a subsidiary of Bank Hapo’- 
alim.

At this Deputy Premier Yizal 
Allon interjected: “Ber silence was 
intended to help in the matter.”

“But 
by that time the enemy and his 
guns’ will be standing closer to the 
heart of the Yishuv.” 

Turning towards Mrs. Meir, who 
was sitting at the centre of the 
horseshoe-shaped Cabinet table, Mr. 
Begin asked: “Are you ready to 
declare that there will be no more 
withdrawals? Are you ready to let 
the security of an entire nation stand 
on a few months’ lull?” é 

Defending the agreement, Labour’s 
Yitzhak Navon, of the 
Knesset Foreign Affairs and Defence 
Committee, said its importance cen- 
tres in the long run on Israel's re- 
lations with the U.S. “We are not 
alone here with our neighbours,” 
said Mr. Navon, pointing to the role 
of the superpowers. But the Govern- 
ment had not yielded on Israel's 
vital interests in the Golan, he said. 

The symbolic importance of the 
accord should not be underestimated 
— if Israel's most radical enemy 
was prepared to sign an accord 
with her, this might have a desirable 
effect not only in the Arab world 
but in the attitude of other countries 
towards Israel.

— A sew municipal 
assistance bureau is to open here 
on Sunday, to deal with complaints 
concerning breakdowns in municipal 
services that demand immediate at- 
tention. 

The bureau will operate around 
the clock. The idea will be to fur- 
nish immediate assistance whenever 
necessary and to give the public 
an address to which to turn during 
the after-work hours of the regular 
City Hall staff. 

The bureau will deal with such 
problems as sanitation nuisances 
which must be swiftly cleared and 
with water main leaks, which often 
take a long time to repair under 
present conditions, All breakdowns 
in the mmmicipal sewerage system 
will also be handled through the 
bureau, as will traffic light failures 
and urgent problems involving the 
city's road system.

They inciude 
Nathan Linial, who completed the 
third- and fourth-year programmes 
in mathematics in one year, and 
an Arab student, Daoud Bashuti, 
also in mathematics. Of the various 
faculties, the largest number of 
degrees — 255 — was in electrical 
engineering. 

Addressing the graduates, Presi- 
dent Horev said that the war had 
made the past academic year a 
difficult one, but he added that, 
thanks to a concerted effort of 
students, faculty and administra. 
tion, the 1974 class had been able 
to conclude its course successfully, 
a remarkable achievement under 
the circumstances.

Prepared text of state- 
ment delivered in the 
Knesset yesterday by 
Prime Minister Golda 
Meir, on the separation- 
of-forces agreement 
with Syria. 


On May 29, the Government of 
Tsrael decided to sign the separa- 
tion-of-forces agreement with Syria, 
attained through the good offices of 
Dr, Kissinger, the U.S. Secretary of 
Skate, On behalf of the Government, 
I wish to express our appreciation 
to the President of the United States, 
the Secretary of State and their 
aides for their untiring efforts to 
attain the agreement. The signing 
will take place tomorrow in Geneva. 
The text is in front of you and 
there is no need to read it to you, 
and I ask that it be appended to 
the Knesset Record, Further docu- 
ments and clarifications have been 
— and are still ta be — submitted 
to the Knesset Defence and Forelga 
Affairs Committee, I request the 
House to approve the Government's 
decision to sign the separation agree- 
ment with Syria. 

As will be recalled, on January 
18 last the Chief of Staff of the 
Israel Defence Forces, Lt.-Gen. Da- 
vid Elazar, signed an agreement 
with Egypt on the separation of 
forces. The Government of Israel 
was prepared to sign an agreement 
for a separation of ferces on the 
Syrian front as well, but we en- 
countered many difficulties from the 
Syrian side, on which I shall not 
elaborate today. Over seven months 
have elapsed since the Security 
Council resolved on a cease-fire. But 
the Syrian front has not been paci- 
fied. Despite the advantages assured 
‘he Syrians 2s a result of a separa- 
tion of forces, they persisted 
throughout with offensive action in 
the area of the enclave and on the 
Golan Heights. Hardly a day has 
gone by without dead and wounded 
at the hands of the Syrians, Heavy 
battles were waged for the Hermon 
posts. 

‘Since the end of October 1973, 54 
Soldiers and six civillans have been 
killed on the Syrian front. One 
hundred ané seventy-six soldiers and 
three civilians haye been wounded. 

Three missing 

To this number must Ὅς added 
three soidiers missing from one of 
our tank crews. As you will recall, 
the Syrians announced that they 
were holding two of them prisoner, 
but nothing is known ag yet about 
the third, 

ΟἿΣ forces on the Golan Heights, 
in the enclave and in the Hermon 
positions have bravely defended 
themselves and the settlements. They 
have repelled Syrian attempts to 
capture positions, and strongpoints, 
and have maintained full control in 
the enclave region and in all the 
positions captured in the October 
war. Occasionally it has been neces- 
sary to call the Air Force into 
action. We do not have exact infor- 
mation about the Syrian losses. 
Their numbers are greater than 
ours, but this does not console us. 

All this time the Syrians have 
adopted a stubborn and provocative 
political position, They have persist- 

. ed in their refusal to release our 
prisoners. They refused to partici- 
pate in the Geneva Conference. In 
March thig year there were frequent 
reports of Syrian preparations to 
launch an offensive, and we made 
our preparations accordingly. 

Since the cease-fire resolution, the 
United States Secretary of State 
has continued his contacts with the 
‘Syrian rulers to bring about a 
change in the dangerous develop- 
ments taused by their policy. 

In my statement in the Knesset 
on January 22, 1974, I expressed 
regret that there had been no pro- 
gress ir the contacts with the Sy- 
rian government about the prison- 
ers of war 2nd the disengagement of 
forces. I spoke of the Syrian gov- 
ernment’s refusal to release the 
prisoners, or even to give us ἃ list 
of our prisoners and enable the Red 
Cross to visit them. On behalf of 
the Government I announced that 
we would not discuss the disengage- 
ment of forces with Syria or sit 
with her at the Geneva Conference 
so long as we did not receive the 
list of our dear ones who had been 
‘taken prisoner by Syria. Dr. Kis- 
singer devoted much effort to end 
the impasse, On February 28, we 
received the lists of the prisoners 
from him, and on March 1, the pri- 
soners were paid their first visit 
‘by the Red Cross, The Red Cross 
is continuing to visit the prisoners 
regularly. 

The receipt of the mames of the 
Israeli prisoners in Syria made it 
possible for us to undertake the 
formulation of our ideas on a dis- 
engagement agreement. At the end 
of March, Defence Minister Moshe 
Dayan went to Washington and pre- 
sented our general ideas to the Se 
cretary of State. 

* In the second week of April the 
military representative of Syria, 
General Shihebi, the Director of In- 
telligence, went to Washington and 
submitted the Syrian ideas on dis- 
engagement to Secretary of State 
Kissinger. But the detailed and prac- 
tical negotiations began only on

Hermon posts 

The Hermon positions captured in 
October 1978 which are Jocated with- 
in the area of separation will come 
under the control of U.N. units. 
The Hermon position held by us 
since 1967 remains in our hands. 

The military line which for the 
Most part is identical with the line 
which preceded the Yom Kippur 
War remains valid. This line ensu- 
Sures the defence of the Golan 
Heights. 

It is our belief that both sides 
share a common interest in achte- 
ving a separation-of-forces agree- 
ment, and we hope that there will 
be a lessening of tension on the 
northern front which will even 
make it possible to reduce IDF 
forces in that area. 

In accordance with the agree- 
ment, within 24 hours of the sig- 
nature at Geneva all the wounded 
prisoners of war held by both sides 
will be repatriated. And on the mor- 
row of the day when the military 
working group concludes its assign- 
ment—that is it to say in a week's 
time — the remaining prisoners 
of war will be returned. 

Now the longed-for day is near 
when the suffering and isolation of 
our prisoners will come to an end 
and they will return to their fami- 
lies who await them and to the 
nation which has been anxious for 
their safety. 

In the first paragraph of the 
agreement, Syria and Israe] expli- 
eitly undertake to scrupulously ob- 
serve the cease-fire on land, at sea 
and in the air and to refrain from 
all military actions against each 
other from the time of the 
signing of the agreement. 

The Israel Government attaches 
supreme importance not only to the 
prevention of offensive military ac- 
tions but also to the absolute ces- 
sation of raids and penetrations 
from Syrian territory for the pur- 
pose of sabotage and assault. It 
should be noted that terrorist acti- 
vity not only causes killing and 
Diloodshed ‘but may also lead to 
developments which do not remain 
within the bounds of attacks and 
reprisals alone. Terrorist activity 
may -bring about a dangerous esca- 
dation. 

The alms of terrorist activity are 
not only to cause bloodshed. They 
also have 8. purpose which is prin- 
cipally political: to delay any posi- 
tive development in Arab-Israel re- 
lations, to interfere with any dis- 
cussions or agreement. I have al- 
ready said in the Knesset that the 
atrocities in Kiryat Shmona and 
Ma’alot were also intended to sabo- 
tage the disengarement agreement 
with Syria before it was achieved. 

As for the prevention of terrorist 
activities, the United States has in- 
formed us of its position on the 
first paragraph of the agreement, 
and this is: “raids by armed groups 
or individuals across the demarca- 
tion line are contrary to the cease- 
fire. Israel, in the exercise of its 
wight of self-defence, may act to 
prevent such actions by all avaliable 
T™means. The United States will not 
consider such actions by Israel as 
violations of the cease-fire, and will 
support them politically.” 

I assume that the United States 
would not have made such a decla- 
ration to us had dt not had a solid 
foundation for doing so, and Imake

‘NELATION is beginning to take 

its toll of politicians and gov- 
ernments around the world. Some 
have fallen from power. Others are 
fighting for survival. No political 
hue is spared. 

Political stability was badly 
shaken in Europe's big three — 
Britain, France and West Germany 
— over a three-month period this 
year, 

Inflation compounded by a coal 
strike brought an end to the Con- 
servative Party government of 
Prime Minister Edward Heath in 
Britain. Rising costs became a key 
issue in the recent, leftist-vs.-right- 
ist Presidential election in France. 
Discontent over inflation plagued 
the Socialist-leaning government of 
Chancellor Willy Brandt in West 
Germany long before a spy scandal 
‘brought his eventual resignation. 

From Iceland to Australia, from 
Belgium to Japan, the steady rise 
of prices has either toppled govern- 
ments or threatens to force changes 
at the top. 

‘An Associated Press survey shows’ 
that in an era of detente the fear 
of economic ruin at home is be- 
ginning to replace cold war poli- 
‘ties and other factors that decided 
elections over the past 30 years. 

The authoritative Organization of 
Economic Cooperation and Develop- 
ment, a United Nations agency 
based in Paris, lists these rates of 
inflation for the 12 months to 
March 1974: 

West Germany, 7.2 per cent; the 
Netherlands, 9.3 per cent; Belgium, 
9.5 per cent; Switzerland, 9.7 per 
event; United States, 102 per cent; 
Sweden, 10.8 per cent; France, 12.2
